An lntereating light is thrown on tbe 
longevity of tbe trees that grow along 
tbe timber Une of tbe Rocky moun¬ 
tains by Mr. Enos A. Mills In bln 
"Rocky Mountain Wonderland." He 
nays: 

A few Umber line trees Ura a thou- 
aand yean, but half this time la a ripe 
old age for moet of tbe timber line 
▼eternna Tbe age of these trees can¬ 
not be Judged by tbelr slxe or by their 
general appearance. There may be 
centuries of difference In tbe ages of 
two arm in arm trees of similar sire. 

I examined two trees tbst were grow¬ 
ing within a few yards of each other 
In tbe shelter of a crag. One was 
fourteen feet blgb and sixteen Inches 
In diameter and bad 337 annual rings. 
Tbe other waa seven feet blgb and Ore 
Inches In diameter and bad llred 493 
year*. 

One day by tbe sunny and sheltered 
side of a bowlder I found a tiny seed 
bearer at an altitude of 11,800 feet. 
How splendidly unconscious It was of 
Its slxe and Its utterly wild surround¬ 
ings! This brave pine bora a dainty 
cone, yet a drinking glass would bare 
completely boused both tbe tree and 
Its fruit.

Snails Are Quser Creatures. 

Tbe ana 11 la found everywhere, over 
1,000 species being known. Soma of 
the large tropical ,nails, as bullraaa, 
form neats of leaves, their eggs being 
aa large as a pigeon's Tbe snail to ex 
tremely skillful In mending Its shell, 
and some curious exikerimeuta may ba 
made with them. Thus I have seen a 
helix of a yellow species attached to 
another shell of a reddish hue by cut¬ 
ting off the top whorl of tbe latter, 
when the anall will proceed to weld 
tbe two shells together and occupy 
both, using the addition ns a door aud 
possibly wondering at tbls sudden ex 
tension of Ita house. In the winter 
some of the snails hibernate or lie dor 
mant until warm weather.

Fangs of a Beaks. 

Examine the Anest cambric needle 
under a high power microscope and Ita 
point will look rough and blunt. A 
anake'a fang similarly Inspected ap¬ 
pears perfectly smooth and sharp. In 
each fang to a groove which connects 
by a tube with a sort of bag-the poison 
gland—Just beneath the eye. When the 
■nako strikes a muscular contraction 
simultaneously forces tbe venom out 
ot the bag through tbe tube and along 
the groove Into the Aeah of the per¬ 
son attacked. Bnake poison, generally, 
speaking, haa two distinct effects. It' 
destroys In some mysterious way tbe 
Abrln of tbe blood, thereby causing the 
latter to behave as U dilated and to 
Alter through the walls of the reins 
and arteries. In addition. It paralyses 
tho nerve centers and so affects the 
heart, sonwtlme* bringing death by 
suffocation"
